Case of R. A. Eaton. 


Court Holds That Costs Cannot be 


Recovered bj Either Party in 


a Disbarment Case. 


Eaton Sued to Recover Costs from 


Attorneys Who Waged on 


Unsuccessful Case. 


Supreme Court. 


TOP supreme court this morning 


handed down a decision in the appeal 
of K. A. Eaton of Grand Forks who 
8U«1 to recover costs of J, B. Winemaa 
and R M. Uarothers of Grand Forks, in 
an action for disbarment. This diebar 
ment caw against Eaton was success- 
fully prosecuted in the district court 
but tb» supreme court set aside the 
order of disbarment and reinstated the 
attorney to practice. Eaton then sued 
to recover costs in the proceeding and 
the dis rict court decided against him. 
This action of the lower court is affirmed 
bi the supreme court, which ID its syl- 
labus decides that in a disbarment pro- 
ceeding instituted under Sec 431 of the 
Revised Codes, no costs or disburse- 
ments can be recovered by either purly. 
The court says in its decision: If the 
court directs an attorney to institute 
the proceeding it possesses the power.to 
compel obedience to the order, and 
whether an attorney acts upon his own 
motion or pursuant to an order of court, 
there is no provision of law whereby he 
can be compensated for bis services or 
expenses. In theory the attorney who 
prosecutes acts as impartially and dis- 
nteregtedly as the judge .who presides 
n such a proceeding and both act 
whot.y for a pubtin object and that 
object is the purification of the bar and
